Their  hours  of  duty  are  twenty-four  a  day, 
and  their  work  is  carried  out  with  great  efficiency,  patience  and  kind¬ 
ness.  Additional  Nurses  are  urgently  needed. 


SKEGNESS  INFANT  WELFARE. 


Attendances.  The  average  number  of  Mothers  attending  the  Clinic 
every  week  70.  Children  under  one  year  58.  Over  one  year  19.  The 
Clinic  is  held  each  Fridav  from  2.0  p.m.  to  4.0  p  m.  A  Doctor  and  two 
H  ealth  Visitors  are  in  attendance.  Various  duties  are  also  carried  out 
by  Members  of  the  Infant  \Velfare  Committee.  Baby  clothes  are  made 
and  sold  to  the  Mothers  at  very  reasonable  prices. 

Immunisation.  Children  are  immunised  on  the  third  Frida}’  of  each 
month. 


Ante-Natal  Clinic.  This  is  held  on  the  first  and  third  Fridays  in  each 
month  from  10.30  a.m.  A  qualified  dentist  attends  periodically. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic.  This  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Centre  each  week,  and 
our  children  attend  for  treatment  when  necessary. 
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Sunlight.  Children  have  sunlight  treatment  on  Mondays  and  Thurs¬ 
days  of  each  week  from  2  p.  m. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic.  This  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Centre  each 
week. 

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Fruit  Juice  are  dispensed 
from  the  Centre  every  Wednesday  and  Friday. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mrs.  D.  T.  Edwards  for  this  excellent  report  and 
for  which  1  tender  my  grateful  thanks.  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  nurses 
and  Committee  of  the  Association  for  their  excellent  work  throughout 
the  year. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  hospital  for  infectious  diseases  is  situated  in  an  Isolated  position 
on  the  Wainfleet  Road,  and  is  about  two  miles  from  the  town. 

There  are  sixteen  beds  available  for  residents  and  visitors. 

The  buildings  consist  of  one  ward  block,  one  cubicle  block,  admin¬ 
istrative  block,  also  outhouses  and  housing  for  steam  disinfector. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  the  hospital  during 
the  year,  resulting  in  much  improved  conditions. 

I  must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Robinson,  for  the  skill 
and  careful  attention  given  to  all  patients  whilst  in  hospital. 

The  difficulty  in  obtaining  nursing  staff  has  made  it  very  difficult 
during  the  year  to  deal  with  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  Urban 
District  as  well  as  cases  from  the  Spilsby  Rural  District. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation : 

Approximately  530  children  under  five  years  of  age  or  70%  and  1,020 
children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  years  or  75%  had  by  the 
31st  December  been  immunised  under  the  Council’s  scheme. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

There  is  a  local  centre  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  and 
sessions  are  held  each  week  on  Thursday  evenings. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  County  Council  provide  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  A 
clinic  for  this  purpose  is  established  at  Skegness,  and  sessions  are  held 
each  Tuesday  afternoon.  An  arrangement,  whereby  cases  of  suspected 
tuberculosis  can  be  X-Rayed  at  Skegness  Hospital  has  proved  most 
convenient  and  beneficial  to  the  residents  of  Skegness. 

GENERAL  HEALTH. 

The  general  health  of  the  town  has  been  good  during  the  year. 

Day  Nursery. 

A  Day  Nursery  to  accommodate  children  up  to  5  years  of  age,  of 
Mothers  working  in  the  town  was  established,  and  filled  a  long  felt 
want.  The  Nursery  was  well  attended  and  successfully  run. 
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Scavenging. 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  and  the  cleansing 
of  earth  closets,  privies  and  cesspools  in  the  area  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council,  and  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Salvage  work  requires  constant  thought  and  attention,  and  excellent 
results  were  obtained  during  the  year  from  this  source. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

A  classified  statement  of  the  number  of  premises  visited,  the  defects 
or  nuisances  discovered,  and  the  action,  or  result  of  action  taken  in 
regard  to  these  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  at  the  public  elementary 
schools  are  good. 

The  County  School  Medical  Officer  regularly  inspects  the  Schools 
and  the  children.  Any  treatment  required  can  be  obtained  through  the 
medical  practitioners  in  the  town  and  through  the  various  schemes 
provided  by  the  Education  Committee. 

Shops  Act. 

Inspections  are  made  from  time  to  time  and  the  action  taken  will  be 
found  in  the  tabulated  report. 

Housing. 

The  general  housing  conditions  are  good,  although  there  were  a 
number  of  houses  found  to  be  overcrowded  during  the  year.  The 
re-conditioning  of  old  houses  and  the  conversion  of  seme  large  houses 
into  flats,  provided  much  needed  homes.  I  am  pleased  to  note  that  the 
erection  of  permanent  houses  is  going  on  well,  and  that  houses  for  aged 
people  have  been  erected.  There  is  still  a  great  need  for  more  houses. 

Report  on  Housing  Acts  Inspections. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  and  the  action  taken  will  be  found 
in  the  tabulated  report. 

Water  Supply. 

A  plentiful  s  jpply  of  wholesome  water  is  obtained  from  the  Candlesb}^ 
and  Welton  boreholes. 

On  analysis  this  water  is  found  to  be  of  excellent  quality  and  purity. 

Meat  and  Food. 

The  slaughterhouses  controlled  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  situate 
in  Richmond  Drive  are  visited  by  your  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector 
during  hours  of  slaughter. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  in  connection  with  food  inspection  will  be 
found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

Shops,  stalls,  vehicles  and  places  where  food  is  stored  or  prepared 
for  sale  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  are,  on  the  whole,  clean  and 
well  kept. 
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Milk  Supply. 

Frequent  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the 
area.  A  good  standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained. 

Nine  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  biological  examination,  and 
all  gave  a  negative  result. 

Tvventyfour  samples  of  designated  milks  were  examined  and  all  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Milk  Special  Designations  Order,  1936. 

There  is  one  licensed  purvej’or  of  Pasteurised  Milk  and  there  is  one 
licensed  dealer  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk.  One  licence  is  granted  to 
an  establishment  to  bottle  Accredited  Milk. 

Ice  Cream. 

Twenty-six  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the  bacteriologists 
and  of  these  nine  did  not  reach  the  required  standard  of  200,000  bacteria 
per  mil.  and  no  Bacillus  Coli  in  l/!0th  of  a  mil. 

Repeat  samples  of  these  showed  considerable  improvement,  and 
compliance  with  the  standards  laid  down. 

Bakehouses. 

Frequent  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  bakehouses  in  the  district. 
These  are  clean  and  well  kept. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs. 

The  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  carrying  out  this  Act, 

Swimming  Pools. 

Three  samples  of  bathing  pool  water  were  submitted  for  analysis, 
and  the  report  showed  that  in  each  case  the  water  was  fit  for  bathing 
purposes. 

Workshops. 

These  were  inspected  periodically,  and  it  was  found  in  one  or  two 
instances  that  the  attention  of  the  occupier  had  to  be  drawn  to  the 
uncleaniiness  of  sanitary  conveniences  or  want  of  limewashing  of 
internal  wall  surfaces.  These  matters  were  put  right  without  resorting 
to  formal  measures.  The  work  carried  on  is  mainly  motor  repairs, 
dressmaking  and  millinery,  cycle  repairs,  joinery,  photography  and 
upholstery. 

SKEGNESS  AND  DISTRICT  HOSPITAL. 

Accommodation  and  Staff.  The  present  accommodation  for  in-patients 
is  Twenty-three  Beds  and  Nine  Private  Wards. 

Medical  Officers.  The  local  Medical  Staff  consists  of  Drs.  M. 
Backw'ell,  W.  Brownlie,  D.  F.  Menzies,  J.  D.  O’Neill,  A.  Jamieson 
and  G.  S.  Carmichael.

The  present  maternity  ward  accommodation  is  inadequate  for  the 
number  of  patients  who  wish  to  be  admitted.  The  Hospital  Authorities 
are  doing  all  they  can  to  increase  the  accommodation,  but  so  far  have 
not  obtained  the  approval  of  the  Ministry.  The  present  housing 
shortage,  and  in  many  cases  the  poor  housing  conditions,  makes  this 
increased  accommodation  a  matter  of  urgency  in  the  interests  of  the 
health  of  the  mothers  and  babies.

A  Radio  Therapy  Department  has  been  established  in  the  Hospital, 
which  has  proved  of  great  value. 

Laboratory. 

A  valuable  addition  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year  has  been  a  well 
equipped  laboratory  where  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  examin¬ 
ations  can  be  carried  out  at  all  times. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  has  increased  considerably^  during  the  year. 
In  my  opinion  the  time  has  come  to  further  extend  the  Hospital,  the 
plans  for  which  have  been  prepared.  Skegness  and  Disti'ict  requires  a 
larger  Hospital,  especially  the  provision  of  a  Children’s  Ward.
